New York, July 1.—[{Special.]—The number 
of dead in the great Hoboken fire of Satur- 
day will reach at least 300. But not even a 
eingle remnant of scores of the bodies will 
ever be recovered. In the charnel ships, the 
Main, Saale, and Bremen, many were com- 
pletely incinerated and the ashes washed 
away by the tons of water poured into the 
vessels. 

Scores perished on the four great piers of 
the North German Lioyd Steamship com- 
pany, but nothing now remains of the splen- 
did wharves but the clrarred stuntps of the 
piles that supported them. : 

On the bottom of the river, under the pliers, 
müy be some human bones. But it is not be- 
“Meved that even a vestige remains of most 
of those burned on the piers. 


Flames Swept Over 530. 

There were 530 longshoremen at work on 
the wharves when the flames swept over 
them, besides visitors and loungers. All the 
books containing the names and addresses 
of the longshoremen were burned. This 


| makes a systematic count of the saved and 


missing impossible. Many of the men have 
no families or relatives here to make indui- 
rles- of them. The officials of the ey, 
can only hope for the best. 

Gustav H. Schwab, the local general agent

Sells, who in 1896 was a Cleveland Democrat, 
but has been “ reconstructed” and is once 
more high in the councils of the party in 
Iowa, came here this morning fresh from a 
talk with William Jennings Bryan, and 
started the cry tor .

cago. 
Selle declared Harrison was the choice of 


the Hawkeye State and could have its votes 
if he wanted them.

About this time the thing began to look 
sérious, and Sells and some other lowans 
went to Thomas Gahan, member of the 
National committee from Illinois, and asked 
him to help the cause along. 

Gahan replied he did not think Mayor 
Harrison wou 1 accept the nomination, and 
said he knew he did not want it, whereupon 
his visitors asked him to at once communi- 
cate with Mr. Harrison about the matter. 

Mr. Gahan said he would, but failed to do 
so, saying afterwards that Mr. Harrison 
would be here and could speak for himself 
in the case. | 

Gahan Does Some Canvassing. 

This put a temporary halt to the Harrison 
boom and Mr. Gahan improved the oppor- 
tunity to do a little canvassing on his own 
account. He went to Frank Campbell, 
the member of the National committee from 
New York, and asked him how Mayor Har- 
rison would do as a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency in his State. 

Mr. Campbell replied that while he could 
not speak absolutely, he felt almost posi- 
tive that New York would be glad to give 
its votes in the convention for Mayor Har- 

d he was confident that Connecti- 
cut 4 * Jersey would do the same. 

Mayor Harrison, Mr. Campbell sald, was 
well thought of in New York City, and he 
did not think he would meet with any oppo- 
sition throughout the State. He reiterated 
his statement that he felt morally -sure 
that the New York delegation could be 
date. 

His if He Wants It, Says Gahan. 

Mr. Gahan also received some assurances 
of support from Pennsylvania, and speaking 
of the situation tonight said:

David B. Hill undoubtedly occupies the 
center of the stage here and it seems more 
than likely that he will continue to play the 
leading part until the curtain is rung down. 

He came to town on a Sunday morning with 
a sufficient blare of trumpets to let people 
know he was here, and was hardly at home 
in his rooms at the hotel before he teceived 
a telegram from William Jennings Bryan at 
Lincoln to drop down to the farm and talk 
over the platform question. 

The ex-Govenor, ex-Senator, and ex-Demo- 
crat left for the Nebraska capital without. 
delay and his sudden disappearance merely 
added to the fame which has been lighted 
around him. 

Hill and Bryan represent undoubtedly. the 
two extremes in party view of the platform. 
Bryan is fora straightaway “ 16 to 1" decia- 
ration and a reiteration of the partys loyalty 
to the income tax and similar notions. Hill. 
hates the income tax almost more than he 
does the 16 to 1” declaration. | 


Compromise Means Harmony. 

If Hill and Bryan can agree on a com- 
promise, absolute harmony in the party will 
prevail. For this reason the party leaders 
here, and the rank and file as well, have 
come to the belief that success or failure 
this fall depends almost wholly on the out- 
come of the Tadncolm conférence. 

It is Rgured out that if Hill can effect 
compromise practically all the Gold Demo- 
crats in the country can do the same, and 
this would mean largely increased chances 
of success the country over, and particularly 
in New York State, Where Hill has been and 
still is a power among the old-line Demo- 
crats. 

Aside from the fight on the financial plank 
in the platform are no evidences of 
discord here at the nt time. David B. 
Hill having been called upon to represent 
the conservative idea of the platform it is 
only natural that it he succeeds in forming 
a compromise he will be the central figure

Tim Woodruff, who was little less curi- 
ous as a candidate than Sulzer, and then 
forced Hanna to accept Roosevelt, who was 
the manifest choice of the convention, . 


Blended Fa vor and Hate. 


So today in Kansas City Hill is the choice 
for second place of nine out of ten of the 
delegates and leaders who are here. They 
do not like him, either personally or political- 
ly, but they admit his strength, and they also 
know that Bryan cannot be elected without 
the thirty-six votes of New York State. 

There is a feeling here that Hill is tie 
natural and only possibie successful candi- 
date as against Roosevelt. At Philadelphia 
the fear that Hill would be nominated here 
was largely responsible for the tidal wave 
towards Roosevelt, and these two New 
York leaders, representing totally different 
elements in both parties, have played a game 
of see-saw which seems likely to make them 
spectacular features of the national cam- 
paign this year.

This is the old issue as to whether 10 
to 1” shall appear in the platform in 80 
many words or be covered by a mere blanket 
reaffirmation of the old Chicago platform. 
It is merely a question of the difference be- 
tween tweedledum and tweedledee, but the 
delegates are thrashing out their straw in 
the most serious possible manner. 

Every pilgrim who has come here from 
Lincoln, Neb., has caused it to be known 
that Mr. Bryan was absolutely in favor of 
a specific declaration in favor of the coinage 
of silver at the same old ratio, and without 
asking permission of any other 


New Cry for Bryan. | 

Mr. Bryan, it is said, fully recognizes the 
necessity of some modification of the Chi- 
cago platform, which remarkable document 
pronounced in favor of absolute free coinage 
of silver, largely if not entirely on the ground 
that prices were low and were going lower. 
Since then the production in gold has enor- 
mously increased. Prices have gone up- 
ward and prosperity has returned. 

It is become necessary therefore for the 
party in its platform to make a much more 
general declaration in favor of free coinage. 
The Bryan idea is to elaborate the fact that 
although t world seems prosperous just 
now it will not continue so long unless the 
silver idea is adopted at once. 

He proposes to have the platform of 1900 
based on the calamity idea in the future, 
and to that extent he is quite willing to agree 
to a slight modification in the platform.

If there is a radical declaration for 
free silver at the old ratio there is no hope of 
ringing the gold Democrats back into camp- 
If silver is abandoned as a striking issue 
there may be a loss of the Populist and Re- 
publican voters. | 


the only thing to do is to get up a trial bal- 
ance sheet between these two sources of 
strength and weaknéss and find out which 
overbalances the other. 

There is not the slightest doubt of the fact 
that a large majority of the delegates now 
on hand favor a more or less radical modi- 
fication of the old financial plank. If a vote 
could taken of the entire convention, 
eliminating Bryan’s Influence, it is quite cer- 
tain the result would be in favor of a mere 
reaffirmation of the Chicago platform, much 
on the lines laid down by the Illinois Demo- 
cratic convention. 

Various schemes are proposed to arrive at 
this result. It is suggested in the first place 
that there should be merely a declaration 
that the Democrats at Kansas City reaffirm 
their allegiance to both the spirit and the let- 
ter of the Chicago platform. 

Then again it is seriously suggested there 
should be a partial evasion of the issue by a

present legal ratio is nearly that of sixteen 
to one and this declaration would bein effect 
in complete harmony with all of Mr. Bryan's 
financial views. It would not, however, con- 
tain the figurés of the ratio, and these are 
the things which the gold Democrats are 
supposed to hold in greatest abhorrence. 


Candidate Bryan and Subcandidates 
‘Towne, Shively; Ham, Lewis, and others do 
not seem to fall in with the idea of any 
evasion of the main issue. | 

They admit with the utmost franknéss that 
the Democratic party will be eertainly 
beaten unless it manages to subordinate the 
financial issue. They say, however, with 
considerable ferce that this can be done best 
by a radical declaration on the money ques- 
tion. That is what the party is pledged to 
and what every one expects. Therefore, as

On the other hand, it is asserted by the

Lincoln to Furnish the Plank. 

The platform discussion is. going on here 
vigorously, but it is quite well understood 
that the financial plank is to be written at 
Lincoln. The conservative element is en- 
tirely in control of the convention, but Mr. 
Bryan’s wishes undoubtedly will be respect- 
ed, in spite of the opposition of Hill and 
some others. 

The visit of Hill to Bryan at Lincoln is 
expected to determine the platform ques 
tion for good and all. If the two men are 
able to get together it must be necessarily 
on a compromise. If Bryan insists on a 
straight declaration Hill will make a fight, 
as he did at Chicago four years ago, and will 
go down with his colors flying. 

A. general affirmation of the Chicago plat- 
torm will prevent a fight by Hill and others 
over the income tax, the Supreme Court 
plank, and similar issues which had almost 
as much effect in driving out the gold Dem- 
ocrats as did the money question. 


Some Planks All Favor. 

If a reaffirmation can be accomplished, 
therefore, the convention will have prac- 
tically no difficulty in agreeing on radical 
planks denouncing imperialism, declaring 
that Congress should punish the trusts, 
warnihg the government not to mix up with 
Chinese affairs, and denouncing the Repub- 
licans for their alleged subserviency to cor- 
poraßions. 

Little has been accomplished in formu- 
lating any of these planks, because it is felt 
they all depend upen the money declaration, 
and that, in turn, ih being settled at Lincoln. 

The leaders here, while expressing the hope 
that Bryan won't make a fool of himself,

Bryan is the Kansas City convention. It 
is asked everywhere what Bryan wants, in 
the platform, whom Bryan wishes nomi- 
nated for Vice President, and whether 
Bryan will time his acceptance of the nomi- 
nation for President with the day of ad- 
journment or wait a respectable interval 
thereafter.

There are a number of full blood and alt- 
blood Indians on both delegations, and all 
the big chiefs and medicine men are expect- 


ed here tomorrow to impress the National 


committee with the advisability from every 
standpoint of doing the fair thing. 
Put Up at Same Tepee. | 

Both delegations have headquarters tn the 
same hotel and both are decorated in what 
seems to be the latest and most agonizing 
developments of political convention art. 
The walls of their rooms are covered with 
bunting and tinsel paper and thickly spot- 
ted with artificial fowers and Christmas 
tree ornaments. In the center of the room 
occupied by each delegation is a large table, 
on which stand ready for the instant con- 
symption of visitors all varieties of liquid 
refreshments.

TREASURY RECEIVES REPORT ON 


EFFECT OF RAILWAYS. 


Figures Furnished by the Imperial 

Customs Service Show Great In- 
grease in Imports and Exports Fol- 

lowing the Construction of Trans- 
portation Lines—Localities Former- 
ly Stagnant Wakened Into Basiness 
Activity by the Locemetive.

ceived by the Treasury. Following are ex- 
tracts from the report: 

»The foreign trade of China during the 
year 1899 was characterized by au astonish- 
ing development, and merchants, both for- 
eign and native, made handsome profits in 
almost every branch. The political situa- 
tion, although still unsettled, gave rise te 
no immediate fears, exchange remained re- 
markably steady; the rice crop was abufd- 
ant; the spring weather during the critical 
period for the silkworms was unusually 
tavorable; and except for recrudescerice of 
piracy onAhe West River there were no dis- 
turban to check the trade. . 

The gratifying result was that the year 
beat all previous records and showed an ad- 
vance without precedence. The total trade 
was valued in Haikwan taels at 460,533,288, 
an increase of 01,916,805 over 1898, and more 
than double the figures for 1890. The in- 


‘ternal trade of the country was also un- 


unusually brisk, and the important changes 
which will be brought about by the conces- 


sion of railways have already been proved. 


New-Chwang and Tien-Tsin have promptly 
responded to the stimulus of better means 
of communication, and the trade at these 
ports has leaped forward, although the 
former suffered from a severe outbreak of 
plague. It is found that immediately trains 
begin to run districts through which there 
was comparatively little trarfic, such as be- 
tween Paoting and Pekin, suddenly com- 
menced to hum with life and activity, and 
there sprang up a flourishing trade which 
was formerly undreamed of and impossible 
for want of cheap transportation. 

“The Russian line has been completed as 
far north as Moukden, and the extraordinary 
richness of Manchiria will soon become evi- 
dent. The Lu-Han railway, from Pekin to 
Hankow, makes steady progress. Within 
six months it is expected that trains will be 
running as far south as Ching-Ting. 

“As what was written last year concern- 
ing China's foreign trade was criticised in 
some quarters as too

merece as affecting China's national inter- 
ests and prosperity, and not from the point 
of view of the individual foreign merchant, 
who finds the volume of trade too restricted 
for the amount of competition encountered. 
It is true that the trade, when the possibili-~ 
tles are considered, is of small dimensions; 
but the future is distinctly bright, if the 
results to be expected from the coming rail- 
ways are completed. The net value of the 
import trade was in Haikwan taels 264,748. 
456. being an advance of Haikwan taels 
55,169,122 over the previous year, and double 
the figures for 1800. 

Oplum ot all kinds jumped from 49,785 
to 50,100 piculs, and realized most remunera- 
tive prices. Both importers and native deal- 
ers made large profits. THe trade in cotton 
goods, which had remained practically sta- 
tionary for three years, made a great ad- 
vance, the value having riseh from Haikwan 
taels 77,618,834 to Haikwan taels 103,465,048. 
English sheetings showed an advance from 
523,366 to 763,762 pieces, American sheeting 
rose again from 2,483,991 to 3,975,903 pieces. 

Speaking generally, the year commenced 
with small stocks on hand, and demand was 
brisk. A short cotton crop throughout the 


world gradually raised prices, but contracts 


for delivery in China were made so far in 
advance that importers were able to lay 
down thelr goods at prices which realized 
handsome profits. The importation of sun- 
dries rose in value from Haikwan taels 
89,353,602 to Haikwan taels 111,687,597, and 
it is interesting to notice the share in thi; 
increase taken by articles showing progress 
in wealth and a desire for comfort and lux- 
ury. Candles, and cigarets, clocks 
and watches, flour, window glass, lamps, 
matches, needles, perfumery, soap, sugar, 
and umbrellas were all purchased more 
freely.

Test of Christian Life, and That the 
~ Tendency. of Church Toward Dogma 
and Ritual Is Significant of Weak- 
mess—Favors More Attention to 
Spirit in Which One Acts and Less.

Founder's day was celebrated at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago yesterday afternoon. 
Professors and students assembled in Kent 
Theater to listen to the founder’s day ad- 
Gress delivered by Dr. Andrew C. McGiffert, 
Professor in Union Theological Seminary, 
New York City. So large a crowd came to 
hear him that many failed to gain admit- 
tance. He spoke for character as against 
creed... 


Dr. MeGiffert took for his text, Follow 
Me,“ and spoke in part as follows: 


Follow me.“ This is the t um- 
mons of the gospel to the twentieth century 
as well as to the first century. Much is said 


about creeds in these days. It is important 
to remind ourselves that not creed, but 
character, is the aim of Christianity. 


Christ Not Pattern but Guide. 1 


“What does it mean to follow Christ? 
Many now think it means to take Christ as 
pattern, doing always what he would do 
in our place. This is not the genuine gos- 
pel idea of following Christ. Not only Paul, 
but Christ, declared faith to be the funda- 
mental, all-controlling element in the Christ- 
lan life. Faith means giving ourselves over 
in self-abandonment to be molded and con- 
trolled by him—allowing his spirit to take 
possession of us and transform us. 

“This is genuine Christian character; to 
do his will not because we are commanded 
to do it, but because we have Christ's char- 
Gcter. There is too much effort to CODY | 
Christ's deeds—too little effort to possess | 
his spirit. 

“There was a time when the church be- 
lieved that every man not a Christian was 
@-bad man; but that is past. Christians 
have grown saner and fairer. They honor 
Virtue wherever they find it, and do not 
poison their moral sense and that of those 
about them, as they were prone to do, by 
throwing suspicion on the good man who is 
not a Christian. 


Becoming an Age of Dogma. 

Tam inclined to think that the emphasis 
w sO many are laying in these latter 
Gays upon creeds and ritual is due to the 
widespread loss of the old sense of the thor- 
ough difference between Christians and non- 
Christians. There should be some radical 
difference; and, not finding it so clearly as 
they once did in character, they are putting 
it in doctrine and ceremony. And this en- 
lightened age is strangely enough becoming 
more and more an age of dogma and form. 

“The. cardinal difference between the 
Christian and the non-Christian is that the 
one follows Christ and the othen does not. 


Which the other rejects and practices cer- 
tain forms of worship. It is not that the 
one is like Chkist and the other not. Con- 
duct may be the same in both cases, but 
the spirit is different. 

“ Self-surrender involves humility. It is 
not hard for the weak and fallen and those 
who have failed in life to be humble and to 
yield themselves to Christ, but to the strong 
and courageous it is not easy. It is easy 
enough to condemn such a man and tell him 
that his virtue is a mere sham, but that is 
mot always true. Moral strength is good in 
all circumstances." 

Assails False Humility. 
ne spirit of Christ makes men humble, 
not with the false humility which blinds a 
man to his virtues and makes him think 
that he is worse than his neighbor, when 
perhaps he is not. There is a false humility 
masquerading in the guise of Christian hu- 
mility which makes it necessary for a man 
to think himself the meanest of creatures. 
It is just as proper for a pure and honest 
man to know that he is pure and honest 
‘as for the impure and dishonest man to 
know that he is impure and dishonest. The 
spirit of Christ makes a man humble by 
showing him larger opportunities. A great 
deal is put before him and discloses new mon, 
depths and heights.“
